Calls made for leader 
to quit over car fiasco

‘THE leader of Northampton Borough 
Council should now go’ after he was 
forced to apologise to councillors for 
leaving his car for three months in the 
council car park. 

Cllr David Palethorpe, leader of the 
Conservatives, has launched a stinging 
attack on Cllr Tony Woods following an 
investigation into the matter. 

On Tuesday, Cllr Woods was found 
guilty of two breaches of a code of con¬ 
duct after he left his Vauxhall Astra in the 
Guildhall car park last September. 

The car remained parked for around 
three months, with its tax disc expired, 
despite calls for the leader to move it. 
While Cllr Woods was forced to make an 
apology to all of his fellow councillors, or 
face a one-month suspension, Cllr 
Palethorpe believes enough is enough. 

He said: “I think this has gone on long 
enough. There are an awful lot of prob¬ 
lems among Lib Dems and nothing 
seems to be improving. 

“Tony should now go. I have been talk¬ 
ing about this for some time now, and it 
is in the best interest of the town of 
Northampton and for the council that he 
stands down. 

“The Lib Dems have got to get their 
house in order, because that is what the 
people pay their council taxes for.” 

Commenting after the meeting of 
Northampton Borough Council's 
Standards Board, Cllr Woods said: “I 



have said ‘sorry’ publicly and privately 
for leaving my car in my space for a peri¬ 
od of three months. It was a time of con¬ 
siderable pressure, balancing the coun¬ 
cil’s books in the teeth of the recession 
and I let my personal affairs slip. 

“I accept the committee’s decision and 
will apologise as requested. 

“I am sorry that the issue has diverted 
attention from all the good things hap¬ 
pening in Northampton. 

“I would like to thank Labour and 


Conservative councillors for their sup¬ 
port, for putting public duty before 
political gain and for letting due process 
take its course. Liberal Democrat coun¬ 
cillors and I will continue to put the best 
interests of the town first.” 

Councillors will meet on Friday where 
the future of the leader will be discussed. 

Independent councillor Tony Clarke 
said: “His attitude throughout has been 
appalling. In regards to the situation 
with his car, it is not the way someone in 


his position should be behaving. He has 
been arrogant and dismissive of any crit¬ 
icism and has shown very poor leader¬ 
ship skills. 

“I think the public will think the pun¬ 
ishment does not fit the crime, but 
knowing Tony Woods, he will feel it is the 
worst punishment that could have been 
handed down to him.”

Suspended sentence 
for benefit fraudster

A BENEFIT cheat has been found 
guilty of claiming more than 
£12,000 by Northampton 
Magistrates. 

Christopher Hadland, from 
Northampton, was found guilty 
of dishonestly claiming benefits 
of over £12,000 and was handed 
12-weeks imprisonment sus¬ 
pended for 24 months by 
Northampton Magistrates. 

From February 2005 until this 
year he claimed £10,288.78 in 
housing benefit and £2,369.80 in 
council tax benefit on the basis 
that he was entitled to statutory 


sick pay due to a leg injury and 
being unable to work. An investi¬ 
gation found that Mr Hadland 
was back at work in May 2005 and 
had been employed full-time 
since then, earning a basic pay, 
overtime and on some occasions 
bonuses. 

During the investigation he 
admitted that he should have told 
the council of his change of cir¬ 
cumstances and was stupid not 
to realise that he was still receiv¬ 
ing benefits, despite receiving 
quarterly reminders from the 
council. 

On passing sentence on Friday 
the bench commented that given 
the seriousness of the offence, Mr 
Hadland was very fortunate not 


to be facing a prison sentence. 

He was handed 12-weeks 
imprisonment suspended for 24 
months, a community order with 
supervision for six months, 150 
hours unpaid work and ordered 
to repay the overpaid benefits 
and £600 prosecution costs. 

Northampton Borough Council 
will continue to take action 
against anyone who is fraudu¬ 
lently claiming benefits they are 
not entitled to.

Plans for scheme are 
a 'kick in the teeth’ 

CONSERVATIVE councillors have hit back at 
Gordon Brown’s plans to scrap a scheme to give 
working families a tax cut for childcare. 

In his conference speech, the Prime Minister 
announced that he planned to scrap the 
Employer Supported Childcare scheme. 

Many staff at Northamptonshire County Council 
take advantage of the scheme and there will be 
many hundreds more across the county. 

Councillors are now concerned that the move 
could force some working mothers in particular 
to give up work, which, given the council’s high 
proportion of female staff would impact on vital 
services. 

Cllr Andre Gonzalez de Savage, cabinet member 
for customers and communities, said: “For many 
working families, this announcement is a kick in 
the teeth. For many families where both parents 
work, this change will be particularly difficult. 

“It is a tax increase on the cost of childcare for 
thousands. 

“I’m particularly worried about the impact on 
the council, we still have staff shortages in key 
areas for example social workers, many of whom 
will be working mums. 

“If we lose key staff as a result of Labour’s tax 
increase it could have a very serious effect on our 
ability to provide services.” 


Keep buildings secure 

OUTBUILDINGS have been targeted in a spate of 
burglaries in the west of the county. 

Overnight from Sunday to Monday two stable 
buildings were broken into in Brook Street, 
Moreton Pinkney and property was stolen. 

An outbuilding in Preston Capes Road, 
Woodford Halse, was also broken into, although 
nothing was taken.

The fourth property was broken into in Brook 
Street, Moreton Pinkney, with the fifth crime of 
this type taking place in Hanslope Road, 
Hartwell, where horse tack, including saddles, 
were taken. 

Police are reminding people to make sure they 
keep their properties as secure as possible and 
also urging those living in rural areas to be 
observant and report any suspicious activity to 
police. 

PC Mark Osborn from Daventry Police said: 

“We are linking these incidents due to the type of 
buildings involved and their locality. 

“I would urge people who own isolated out¬ 
buildings to make sure they are as secure as pos¬ 
sible and to take as much crime prevention 
advice as possible.

We must be more efficient Plans to build more homes 


OFFERING customers better value for money will 
be at the top of the agenda when councillors 
meet next week to discuss environmental and 
cultural services. 

Councillors will be asked to approve an 
improvement and efficiency plan, as recom¬ 
mended by Northampton Borough Council’s 
‘value for money’ partner Northgate Kendric Ash 
(NKA). Approving the plan could see the council 
share back office services with Northampton¬ 
shire County Council and Daventry District 
Council environmental divisions along with 
other recommendations. 

NKA was appointed in August to work with the 
council’s environment and culture division to 
identify ways to achieve service improvement 
and efficiency. While the council has no option 
but to consider making efficiency savings, coun¬ 
cillors could decide to disregard the recommen¬ 
dations and set up its own in-house team to 
deliver the improvements and savings needed. 


A SECOND bid could be approved next week to 
secure much-needed funding to build new fami¬ 
ly homes in Northampton. 

Last month, Northampton Borough Council 
heard that its first round bid for more than 
£450,000 to build eight new family homes on a 
derelict garage site in Woodside Way was suc¬ 
cessful. 

Councillors will meet next Wednesday to dis¬ 
cuss the second bid to build six new family- 
homes. It has to meet the same criteria as the first 
- the land for the proposed development must be 
previously developed council-owned land and 
the council must fund at least half of the cost. 

The site being proposed for the second devel¬ 
opment is an under-used garage site in Bondfield 
Avenue, Kingsthorpe that has been a hotspot for 
anti-social behaviour. If given the go ahead by 
cabinet, a bid would be submitted to the Homes 
and Communities Agency by the end of October, 
followed by consultation.

The party in power after election must

ALL political parties are talk¬ 
ing about cutting public 
expenditure because of the 
enormous amount of debt 
incurred by the economic 
crisis. 

It seems very strange to me 
that at a time when we may 
be having to cut the number 
of teachers and police offi¬ 
cers the European Union 
continues on its spending 
splurge.

THE ROTARY Club of 
Northampton is making a 
very special appeal to people 
in the wake of the disasters 
which have struck in the 
Pacific.

To date, Shelterboxes have 
been supplied to 50 countries 
around the world and 80 
different disasters.

Spending cuts will 
protect key services

INTERNAL spending will be 
trimmed at the county council 
to secure front line services. 

Tough new internal spending 
restrictions have been laid out by 
Northamptonshire County 
Council to protect front line serv¬ 
ices from the effects of the reces¬ 
sion and imminent government 
reductions in public spending. 

The current economic climate, 
continued reductions in money 
from central government and an 
increase in people using services 
due to Northamptonshire having 
the fastest growing population in 
the country means the council 
has much less money to spend. 

An immediate action plan has 
been introduced for the period 
up to the end of the financial 
year, which will aim at making 
the cash go further with money 
being saved through careful 
budget management. 

Steps being taken include 
reviewing all expenditure on the 
employment of consultants and 
agency staff, all recruitment and 
use of external venues for meet¬ 
ings and training. These will be 





stopped where it makes the best 
sense for taxpayers’ money. 

Leader of Northamptonshire 
County Council, Cllr Jim Harker, 
said: “We are facing tough eco¬ 
nomic times and this calls for 
equally tough measures to be 
enforced so that we continue to 
deliver excellent front line servic¬ 
es throughout the county while at 
the same time keeping council 
tax at a low level.

“These measures are simple 
steps to ensuring that we run 
services as efficiently and leanly 
as possible and I believe this is 
the best way of achieving the 
goals we have set.” 

The effectiveness of the meas¬ 
ures will be reviewed in 
December. 

Leader of the Opposition, Cllr 
Brendan Glynane said: “The 
county council budget so far is 
forecast for a £6m overspend, so 
this seems to me like a desperate 
damage limitation measure to 
claw back some of the money. 

“It all stems from when it set the 
budget last year. We knew the 
recession was coming, but there 
were no measures put in place. 

“They should have been sug¬ 
gesting things like this months 
ago. 

“There have been several prob¬ 
lems as well, like when the deal to 
sell the school sites fell through, 
but someone has to take up their 
finances to stem the flow of the 
overspend.” 


Councillors award more than Elmillion to groups 


COMMUNITIES have benefited with more than 
£1.1 million of investment by their ward council¬ 
lors. 

The Empowering Councillors and Communities 
project gives county councillors direct powers of 
investment in their ward and the discretion to 
decide which projects, groups or facilities will 
benefit most from their cash. 

The initiative, which is the first of its kind in the 
East Midlands region, allows councillors a total of 
£10,000, a mixture of capital and revenue, to spend 
in their own wards, with any money left over car¬ 
ried forward to the following year. 

An annual report into the scheme showed that in 
the financial year 2008/2009 at total of £1,177,881 
was awarded to 692 projects. 

Community schemes, sports clubs and village 


halls were some of a number of areas to benefit. 
The report also revealed that groups across all age 
ranges benefited from the scheme with 31 per cent 
of projects looking at groups which focused on 
people under the age of 18. 

The research showed that the main way people 
found out about the initiative was from their 
county councillor. 

All councillors were given training on how to go 
about consulting with local people to find out 
views on how they should spend their allocation in 
order to benefit their communities most. 

Some of the councillors are still consulting with 
their communities and planning where the money 
should be spent although they can choose to 
rollover the money, for up to four years, to save up 
more to spend on a larger-scale project.

Our youngsters really 
do some great things 


THE Mayor of Northampton, Cllr Michael Hill, has visited 
many groups during his term of office so far. 

In his exclusive column for the Herald & Post he talks 
about the youth work going on in our town. 


THERE are so many, and so varied, 
events in the Mayor’s diary it is some¬ 
times difficult to pick out those of the 
greatest importance, but in the past 
month the Mayoress and I have been to 
some significant events with or for 
young people. 

The first of these was the annual pres¬ 
entation event for the Rugby and 
Northampton Athletic Club. 

There was a procession of athletes, 
many of them in their teens, who came 
to accept medals and trophies. 

The number of club records and per¬ 
sonal best times was an inspiration and a 
great tribute to their coaches. 

The second was the annual meeting of 
the county’s Scout Council, where the 


wide range of activities the Scouts under¬ 
take was made known. The highlight of 
this was a presentation by a 
Deanshanger troop who went to a jam¬ 
boree in Russia, who lived rough in the 
steppes but made friends with Russian 
and other overseas Scouting groups. 

Third in the list was the presentation 
evening following a five-a-side football 
competition organised by the Muslim 
Youth Forum but including teams from 
other faiths. 

There was no doubt that this was a 
major step towards dispelling some of 
the misunderstandings of Muslim cul¬ 
ture. 

Three good news stories, but we can¬ 
not ignore the fact that not all young 


people lead a life with good role models 
and no problems. 

So it was very interesting to attend the 
annual meeting of Lowdown, a charity 
based in the town centre which aims to 
help troubled young people in their 
teens and early twenties. 

Here trained counsellors lend a listen¬ 
ing ear and will provide advice on any 
problem a young person faces - finding 
accommodation, contraception, anger 
management and help with careers 
advice to name but four. 

Over 10,000 young people pass 
through their doors in Kingswell Street 
each year, and it is impossible to esti¬ 
mate how many have gone on to lead 
more fulfilled lives over the charity’s 20 
years. 

So where does this column take us? 

It starts with the fact that the great 
majority of young people, whatever their 
faith or ethnicity, lead constructive lives 
where they strive to do great things. 

And for those less fortunate there is 
always a helping hand if they know 
where to go for it.

AROUND £12,000 will be spent in Lings 
and Lumbertubs cutting back trees and 
bushes to make the area feel safer. 

People from Lings and Lumbertubs 
voted on how to spend £27,000 of 
Government money to transform their 
communities at the launch of the Safer 
Lings and Lumbertubs Project on 
Thursday, October 1. 

Members of the public arrived at 
Lumbertubs School to help make deci¬ 
sions on how to reduce crime and improve 
the environment in the wards. 

From a number of suggestions made by 
Crime Prevention Officers and 
Neighbourhood Wardens, Lings and 
Lumbertubs residents chose the follow¬ 
ing five options as priorities for their 
communities: 

■ £4,081 will be paid to the 
Northamptonshire County Council 
Youth Service for detached youth work 
and related activities 

■ Up to £12,000 will be made available 
for cutting back trees and shrubs to make 
the estate feel lighter and safer 

■ Up to £5,000 will be made available to 
gate alleyways but is dependent upon a 
variety of legal and technical issues 
which are being investigated 

■ Up to £1,000 will be made available 
for community skip-drops to prevent fly¬ 
tipping 

■ £2,000 is earmarked for getting more 
people involved 

The remaining money will be used for a 
variety of repairs and environmental 
enhancements to be prioritised 

by the Residents’ Council, all of which 
will be discussed in more detail at a 
meeting on Tuesday, October 13. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, of the Safer 
Stronger Northampton Partnership, said: 
“People often complain that they’re not 
adequately consulted on the key issues 
that are important to them, so this is a 
superb example both of working in part¬ 
nership with communities and providing 
those communities with a real role in the 
decision-making process.” 

A similar project carried out in 
Thorplands earlier this year resulted in a 
drop of up to 50 per cent in reported 
crime and incidents and was very popu¬ 
lar. 

The Safer Stronger Northampton 
Partnership aims to build on the experi¬ 
ence gained in Thorplands and repeat 
that success.

THE final places in the ‘Fit for a Fiver’ 
scheme are still up for grabs. 

Northampton Borough Council’s Trilogy 
leisure centres have teamed up with NHS 
Northamptonshire to help change the lives 
of 250 people and there are now just fifty 
places left.

“It’s not every day you get the chance to 
get fit for a fiver so I’m sure these final 
places will be quickly snapped up.” 

Fiona Grant, programme lead on staying 
healthy at NHS Northamptonshire, added: 
“Regular exercise is an important part of a 


healthy lifestyle and this scheme will allow 
people to access Trilogy Health and Fitness 
centre’s facilities at a time when people 
can’t afford gym membership prices.” 

Yve Hamilton-Bruce joined the scheme in 
August. She said: “It’s absolutely brilliant 
because there is so much to do at the cen¬ 
tres and because I’m retired I have plenty of 
time in the day to go and exercise. 

“I’m 63 and disabled but the trainer gives 
me advice, which is very good. We worked 
out a special programme for me to get me 
fitter and more mobile and I even bought 
my first pair of trainers ever.” 

Anybody who is interested can apply by

Up’s a high flyer 
but not a classic

JUST when you thought they 
couldn’t take the genre any fur¬ 
ther, Disney/Pixar take it into 
orbit - quite literally - with Up. 

The winning combination con¬ 
tinue to be the masters of their 
computer-animated domain by 
producing another intelligent 
original tale that isn’t just a joy 
to look at but heartwarming to 
match. 

After the excellent adult-orien¬ 
tated but ultimately possibly too 
high-brow for younger children 
offerings of Ratatouille and Wall - 
E, Pixar manages to cater for all 
age groups with a more kid- 


friendly run-time of around 
ninety minutes. Again, no major 
A-list star names are used in the 
voice cast, as Up chronicles the 
life of 78-year-old balloon sales¬ 
man Carl Fredricksen (voiced by 
Emmy-award winning American 
TV stalwart Ed Asner) who aims 
to fulfill his late wife’s ambition 
of moving to South America’s 
idyllic Paradise Falls after her 
recent death. 

Rather than being forced into a 
retirement home, he attaches 
hundred of balloons to his 
beloved house and takes to the 
skies but unfortunately, young 
lovable do-gooder scout Russell 
(Jordan Nagai), inadvertently 
gets carried along for the ride. 

The duo then get embroiled 
into all kinds of mischief prima¬ 
rily at the hands of dastardly 
alienated explorer Charles 
Muntz (Christopher Plummer) 
as grumpy Fredricksen shakes 


off the pain of sorrow and finds 
himself again, with sporadic 
lump in the throat heart-rending 
moments thrown in. 

Despite it being a cleverly- 
crafted story, Up doesn’t have 
the notable adult jokes and sup¬ 
porting cast ingenuity of previ¬ 
ous Pixar outings - and the sub¬ 
plot isn’t quite as exciting as it 
could have been. 

But that merely condemns it to 
the still exceptional ‘very good’ 
category with the likes of Cars 
and Finding Nemo, instead of 
‘classic’ status with the genre¬ 
defining Toy Story 1 and 2, The 
Incredibles and Wall-E - which 
just shows how good 
Disney/Pixar really are. 

That means Up still rises high 
above all non-Pixar animations 
and complete with luscious 
visuals (and it’s also in 3D) it’s 
the best of its ilk this year.

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Mallinder: ‘Bring 
on the big guns’

JIM Mallinder believes last season’s European 
exploits have given Northampton Saints the confi¬ 
dence to compete with the big guns ahead of Sat¬ 
urday night’s Heineken Cup opener with Munster. 

The 15-3 win over Bourgoin in the European Chal¬ 
lenge Cup final sealed their place back amongst the 
continent’s elite clubs for the first time in three 
years. 

Now they square off with two-time winners Mun¬ 
ster at Franklin’s Gardens this weekend and are 
joined in Pool One by French giants Perpignan and 
Italian champions Treviso - a prospect that 
Mallinder is relishing. 

“To finish eighth in the league in our first season 
back was satisfactory and to win the European 
Challenge Cup was very encouraging,” said the 
director of rugby. 

“That finished off a good season for us but now 
we’ve got to move on and we’ve got to improve. It’s 
going to be tough and it’s going to be competitive 
but we’re looking forward to the challenge. 

“I think the confidence in the squad has always 
been there but what the Challenge Cup has done is 
show us that we can compete with some of the big 
teams. We proved that we can play away from home 
in the Challenge Cup, winning all our games in 
France. 
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“You’d never pick to play Perpignan, Munster and 
Benetton Treviso but we’ve got that and, actually, it’s 
a brilliant draw for us because it will see how far 
we’ve come. 

“Northampton is a big club and needs to be play¬ 
ing and competing on that big stage.” 

It is just over a decade since the boot of Paul 
Grayson helped Saints edge out the Magners Teague 
side 9-8 in the final of the competition, and is per¬ 
haps fitting they clash in their first fixture of this 
year’s tournament. 

Along with bringing memories flooding back of 
that day at Twickenham for both sets of fans, the 
game marks a milestone for Northampton as they 
will become the 16th team to play 50 matches in the 
Heineken Cup. 

The ‘sold out’ signs were put up at the Gardens 
over a month in advance of this game which sees 
the Saints take on the team ranked as the number 
one club side in Europe. 

Northampton’s Irish number eight Roger Wilson 
(, pictured) is looking forward to locking horns with 
his fellow countrymen and is hoping it will provide a 
boost to his international chances. 

He said: “I was hoping to get one of the Irish 
provinces and I didn’t really mind which one as it’s 
just nice to play against either old team-mates or 
players you played against at age level or have been 
competing with to try to get in the national set up. 

“Whenever you play against Munster, they’ve got a 
whole pile of internationals in the squad, so you 
know the Irish selectors are going to be there and I 
still haven’t ruled out getting another couple of caps 
for Ireland.” 

Few sides can match the history and myth sur¬ 
rounding Munster. They were the first Irish side to 
win the Heineken Cup twice and to this day remain 
the only team from the Emerald Isle to beat the All 
Blacks. 

Their squad reads like a who’s-who of Ireland 



internationals, including Heineken Cup record 
points scorer Ronan O’Gara and this summer’s 
British and Irish Eions captain Paul O’Connell. 

But they were overshadowed last season by bitter 
provincial rivals Leinster, who knocked them out in 
the semis before going on to lift the Heineken Cup. 

Munster were also shut out by the same oppo¬ 
nents in last week’s 30-0 drubbing in the Magners 
League. The match also saw Ireland’s most capped 
player, John Haynes, sent off for stamping. The prop 
will now serve a six week ban.

IAN Sampson spoke of his pride 
after being confirmed as the full¬ 
time manager of Northampton 
Town on Monday. 

It was widely expected that the 
former Cobblers centre half 
would be confirmed as Stuart 
Gray’s replacement, and he will 
stay until at least the end of the 
season. 

Sampson first moved to 
Northampton from Sunderland 
on loan in 1993, signing perma¬ 
nently the following year.

It was a natural progression for 
the 40-year-old, having held posi¬ 
tions as youth team coach, 
reserve team coach and assistant 
manager at Sixfields. 

“I’m very proud, I’ve been here 
for 15 or 16 years now,” said 
Sampson after Tuesday’s win over 
Bournemouth, adding: “When I 
took over the youth team I saw it 
as a long term progression for me. 
I think I’ve been good value for 
the £30,000 they spent on me.” 

“I took a big pay cut from being 
a player to a coach but it was a 
long-term decision, and at the 
moment it’s proved to be the right 
one.” 

When Sampson first joined the 
Cobblers they still played at the 
County Ground, and is pleased 
with how things have moved on 
since then.” 

He said: “The club is in a much 
more healthier state that it was 
then. We were in that ramshackle 
old ground sharing with the 
cricket. The club has improved 
ten fold. It’s well run, it’s got a 
good chairman, good staff and 
good set of fans.”
